churia is the native home of-this 
fplant but its use has spread to 
North America where it is not only 
a plant used for food but also in. 
many industrial ways, states C. W. 
Owen, Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Harrow, Ont. 

The introduction of the soybean 
to America saw the crop first as a 
curiosity and later as a feed for 
livestock. The value of the soybean 
as a livestock feed has continued to 
hold an important place while the 
human food aspect is becoming ap- 
preciated more fully. The soybean 
contains about 35 per cent protein 
and 18 per cent ofl. With such a 
high protein content the value of 
soybeans to balance our starchy 
}Jereals, such as corn, oats, and 
wheat, in any diet or ration is ob- 
vious. The use of immature soy- 
beans in the greeri ‘state as a vege- 
table is a new phase in the utiliza- 
tion of this crop. 

Recent advances in scientific re- 
search have found many additional 
‘uses for soybean as, for exaraple, 
in the development of plastics 
where soybeans have been widely 
used. Motor car bodies and parts 
have been produced largely from 
soybeans. A textile used in motor 
jear upholstery has also been per- 
fected from soybeans, Other pro- 
ducts include water paints, plywood 
glues, adhesives, paper sizing, and 
the fleld is still expanding.
